whore a vacancy occura In nn ofllcc 
that Is filled by appointment by the 
Governor, two months before a gen- 
oral election in November, the office 
shall ho flJlod at that 
election.

present 1C the vacancy occurs three 
months before election it Is so tilled. 


The second amendment 
llxos 
the 


terms of the Auditor 
Geneial 
and 


State Treasurer ut four years each. 
At prGMont tho Stato Treasurer's term 
IB two years and the Auditor General's 
three years. The Stale Treasurer and 
Auditor 
Oonernl elected 
this 
yenr 


shall each serve three years, and at- 
tur that ho elected for four years. 
.Tho third amendment changes the 
term of Justices of Ihe Ponce and Al- 
derman from five to six years. 


The fourth amendment applies only 


to Philadelphia und fixes the term of 
magistrates from five to six years. 


Tho fifth amendment changes tho 


election from annual to 
bl- 


onnlHl, all to bo held in tho oven num- 
bered years. 


The sixth amendment does 
away 


\vllh nil spring elections, 
abolishing 


thom entlraly, and nil municipal elec- 
tion will be held In November in. the 
odd numbered yoncg. 


The seventh amendment Increases 


the terms of olocLton ofllces from one 
to two years 
, 


The 
eighth 
nmondmcnt 
provides 


that elections oC State officers shall 
bo held on a general 
election 
day, 


and elections of local oftlccm shall be 
ht'lrt on a municipal election day, ex- 
cept when in either case special elec- 
tion1} may be required to fill unexplr- 
ed terms.
